The Children's Bureau of the Fed. 
eral Security Agency, Washington, D. 
C. issued a statement recently calling 
attention to services being rendered . by 
child welfare divisions.of state welfare 
departments in several states through- 
out the nation. 

In this statement the work being 
done in Mississippi received special 
mention, as will be seen by the follow: 
ing quote: 

“They all need help: 

“The mother who wanted to make 
daytime plans for her two children so 
she could take a job and support them. 
Four little boys, deserted by their 
father, living alone in a house after 
their mother’s death. Children who 
needed a new home because their moth- 
er was psychotic. An unmarried mother 
frightened and uncertain, who needed 
help on what she could do. A mother 
frantic because her child had been 
kidnapped. A child referred by a 
court as a ‘behavior problem not yet 
delinquent.’ 

“All these children or their mothers 
came to the attention of child wel- 
fare workers in a single county in Mis- 
sissippi during a recent month. They 
represent a selection from a “typical” 
month’s new problems for the workers.”
